A correspondent writers:—‘ It is a ourions 
fret that although auch euoraons quantities of 
opinm. are produced in Ludis we are almost 
entirely dependent upon Turkey for our sup- 
plies of medicinal opium. The Indinn drog is 
not suitabl - for manufecturers of morphine, and 
it is not used in the msnufactore of propnrations 
in the British ph:rmacopaie, The manufac- 
turer profera that variety of opitim which ovm- 
tains the highest percentage ‘of morphine, and. 
asthe Tarkish varioty contains from 12 to 13 
per cant and tho Iodian only from 4 to 8 por 
cont, Tarkish opium is. almost invariably 
employed for the production of morpbine, The 
prea under poppy caltivation in India will be- 
come ‘lesa nnd less each year, and it seems 


reaa neble to suggest that for the production 
of opinm for smo.ing purgoses might to 

some extent he * tubstitated the caltiva-, 
tion of poppies which will yield an 
opium enfficiently rich ia morphine for mauu- 
facturing purposes. Experiments have shown 
that the opium obfained from poppies grown in 
the hilly districts of the Himalaya yielda twice 
as much morphine as the opinm of poppies 
grown under resent conditions; and 
there seema to be Htile reasou why India should 
not compete with Turkey in the market for 
medicine! opinm. The demand for morphine 
and ocdeine—the two chief principles of tho 
drng—is increasing each yosr, and Smyrne and

‘Thot the Province of Shansi is rich in coal, 
iron, and oth: r minerals, fa wall known to most 
of your readers. : 
The officinla and people are bevoming 
inc.tesingly alive tothe advantages of foreizn 
methods of mining and the benefits of introduc- 
ing foreign machinery. 

Shansi thas promias to offer a large market 
for foreign machinery of all kinds, and it is of 
importance to those interested in the develop. 
ment. of the Province thot nothing be dovy to 
prevent the opening up ‘af hese mines, I 
would therefore*suggest that thoso concerned 
in the mining and enginecriag industries tate ¢ 
immediate steps to ascertain the tirms of 
the Pekin Syndiente Concessions in Shansi 
sod North Honan, and the olaime . of 
the Syndicate bared npon these concession’.

those of 905 which was a “ reoord year,” but 
in weaving from bought yaoro producera made 
fearcoly.20 much money as in the previoas 
year, Altogether, however, it may ba recorded 
that cottou spinners aud manafacturers hava 
tad for two yoars co wnexampled. period af 
prosperity. It need | hardly ba stated that 
emplorwent for workpeople haa been regular 
and -wages higher thaa at any previous tima 
in the history of the industry. A marked 
featira” has been the building of naw 
spinning milla snd weaving sheds.” This 
auhject ia dealt with below, but it may be said 
here that, though thera hove boen eo many 
fac! ories ond weaving sheds erected, thoro are 
even in the New Year projoots for further ex- 
tensions, Tho trouble of finding workpaople is 
osuming a rather sorious aspect, Already 
bands ara ecarce, and itis thought that by the 
end of Jano, 1907, tha situation will bave become 
ocute, Owing to the Brooklands Agreement 
no furthor wages advance can be applied for 
until May next, But before then many things 
may happen, and it would be undasirable to anti- 
cipate any wages trouble.

RAW COTTON. 

The yaar oponed under rather discouraging 
conditions as to the supply of raw cotton. Tho 
season of 1904.5, so far as Amorican descriptions 
were concerned, was a big crop yaar, the pro- 
duction being 13,556,000 bales, but the prospects 
of tho season which ended on August 31st last 
pointed jn Jaonsry, 1906, to the yield being 
considorsbly lesa. This, indeed, turned out to 
bo the case, the output being only 11,319,0%0 
bales, January, therefore, stirtad with values 
on a high’ lovel, aud the spot quotation in 
Liverpool was 6.24d. per lb, os compared with 
3.77d.
